GAYDEN  MORRILL,  TRUSTEE

Gayden  Wells  Morrill,  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Academy,  died  in  Newburyport  of  a  heart 
attack  on  November  2.

He  had  been  largely  responsible  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  excellent  Newburyport  High 
School  during  his  terms  as  mayor  of  the 
city;  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
president  of  the  Wheelwright  Fund  of  New- 
buryport as  well  as  a  trustee  of  Governor 
Dummer.

The 
Varsity  Soccer  Trophy,  for  that  boy  whose 
spirit,  enthusiasm,  and  leadership  con- 
tributed most  to  the  success  of  the  team, 
went  to  E.  Ashley  Eames  of  South  Byfield. 

Varsity  football  letters  were  awarded  to 
twenty-six  players  and  two  managers  by 
Head  Coach  Arthur  W.  Sager,  who  spoke 
briefly  on  the  season  as  a  whole  and  on  the 
exceptional  morale  of  the  boys.  Mr.  William 
E.  Traver,  II,  assistant  soccer  coach,  also 
spoke  and  awarded  letters  to  fifteen  players 
and  one  manager  of  the  varsity  soccer 
squad.  A  full  list  of  the  awards  will  be  found 
on  page  12  of  this  issue. 

The  election  of  David  W.  Yesair  of  By- 
field  as  soccer  captain  for^  1949  and  Philip

Dr.  Noyes  said  that  we  take  too  much 
for  granted.  A  Christian  is  one  who  accepts 
from  God  casually  gifts  that  ought  not  to  be 
wasted  or  misused.

For  students  in  boarding  school  the  adage

significance.  Governor  Dummer  is  our  home 
for  the  better  part  of  the  year,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  accept  responsi- 
bility for  its  preservation  and  protection.
